Now .we harness the stream and by meats 
of.the wires take its power to the mills: hindreds 
of miles away. 

Lack of constant supply of labor has prevented 
the rapid development of manufacturing in the 
“West, but with the completion of the Panama 
canal we are likely to receive more labor than 
we really can take care of with our present in- 
custries. 

“Cheap power and abundant labor will help to 
build a manufacturing industry on the shore of
